Concrete

crushed rock, cement and water. 
It 
forms the greater part of the $25,000, 
OOO power development dam at Keo 
kuk, Iowa, and therefore its content 
was of unusual importance in the con­ 
struction of the work. 
Steamboats 
approaching Keokuk from north and 
south see this white line of concrete 
between the Illinois and Iowa shores 
while still many miles away, and it 
will be one of the first points of in­ 
terest to be pointed out to th e thou­ 
sands who will select a river trip as 
the most enjoyable way to reach Keo­ 
kuk for the dedication of the dam 
August 26. 
Hundreds of others will 
make the trip in private launches in 
order to live on Lake Cooper during 
the race regatta of 
tho 
Mississippi 
Valley Power Boat association, to be* 
held in connection with the dedication 
August 26, 27 and 2S. 
When it came to finding 
a 
field 
from which the right quality of sand 
might be secured, engineers discov­ 
ered one on the Illinois side, only a 
| few miles below the dam. 
In making 
the concrete 300.000 cubic 
yards 
of 
sand were used, in addition to 650.000 
barrels of cement. 
If the sand a.one 
were loaded on wagons all at one 
time, there would be a procession of 
sand carts that would reach from New 
York through Denver to the western 
boundary of Colorado. 
Stone for the 
crushers was taken from the bluffs at 
both ends of the dam, largely stone 
that had to be excavated anyhow. The 
cement came up the river from Han­ 
nibal, sixty miles below. 
There is a great range of tempera 
ture at Keokuk during the different 
seasons of the year, and the engineers 
found it necessary to give a great 
deal of study to the effect this might 
have on the concrete structure. 
The 
problem was handled by placing ex­ 
pansion joints in the top of the dam, 
sheets cf tar paper being suspended 
vertically across the structure inside 
of the steel molds when the concrete 
was poured in. 
When this paper rots 
out there will be a 
narrow 
fissure 
which will pull apart in cold weather 
and etoile'up during th* bott season. 
After a num ber of crperim ents the 
engineers decided that these expansion 
joints were necessary only for the 
surface work, as the concrete under 
water would be but lilt Ii* affected by 
any changes in 
tem perature 
that 
might occur.

“ Narrow tiros, especially dur 
ing the wet season tor in ruts in im­ 
proved roads, and in many instances 
where the roads 
are weak, break 
through the surface, causing rapid de­ 
struction of the highway. 
“One great difficulty in 
enforcing 
wide-tire ordinances with horse-drawn 
vehicles has been that while less trac­ 
tion is required with wide tires, on 
slippery clay or hilly roads, it is very 
difficult in wet weather to manage a 
horse-drawn vehicle with wide tires, 
owing to its tendency to skid 
and 
slide into the ditches. 
“Equal, if not greater damage, can 
be done to the highway with tires of 
insufficient width on motor 
trucks.

Twenty-Eight States Will Be 
Repre­ 
sented at Berlin— Major Gen­ 
eral Wood to Attend Ger­ 
man Maneuvers.

2.°,.— Recent progress 
in the world-wide fight against tuber­ 


culosis will be clearly set forth at 


the eleventh international anti-tuber­ 
culosis conference, to be held this 
year in Berlin from October 22 to 26. 
One evidence will be the attendance. 
Twenty-eight states will be represent­ 
ed by delegates, 
and 
although 
no 
“cure” for tuberculosis can be report­ 
ed, encouraging progress will be re­ 
corded toward the control of the dis­ 
ease by natural 
restorative 
means, 
food and fresh air. and by modern 
methods 
of 
sanitation, disinfection 
and isolation. 
Dr. F. F. Friedmann has not applied 
for a place on the program and, ac­ 
cording to one member of the com­ 
mittee on arrangements, none would 
have been given bim had he done so, 
the German experts being more than 
ever skeptical and insistent on the 
submission of the Friedmann serum 
to the conventional tests before tak­ 
ing the doctor’s pretensions seriously. 
The American visitors to (he confer­ 
ence will, however, have opportunity 
to see the patients 
on 
whom 
Dr. 
Friedmann based his original claims 
of success, eighteen months to two 
years after treatment was begun, and 
to judge how his claims have been 
borne out by time.

In Europe, although tho Scan­ 
dinavian countries, particularly Swe- 
| den, have scored the greatest results 
in combating the white plague, Ger­ 
many is considered to show' the high­ 
est degree of organization. 


The delegates will find that Ger­ 
many has made substantial progress, 
since the first of these conferences in 
1902, in reducing the terrors of con­ 
sumption. 
From the reports of 248 
cities of more than 15,000 population 
each, it appears that the yearly death 
rate from tuberculosis was reduced 
from 22.26 per 10,000 population in 
1905 to 17.20 in 1911. 
For tho whole 
Kingdom of Prussia the rate for 1912 
was only 14.49. 
The reduction has 
been particularly rapid in hospitals 
and homes for consumptives, having 
dropped within sixteen 
years 
from 
21 to 12. 
In penitentiaries and jails, 
formerly regarded as breeding cen­ 
ters for tuberculosis 
diseases, 
the 
mortality is now' only about one-six­ 
teenth of what it was some fifteen 
years ago.

The Kaiser maneuvers are held be­ 
tween two army corps and involve I 
about 70,000 men. 
The emperor al­ 
ways attends in person, for these are 
the most important army exercises 
of the year. 
They are, however, pre­ 
ceded by smaller maneuvers in which 
the demands upon the men and offi­ 
cers are fully as great. 
Probably, in­ 
deed, 
these 
preliminary maneuvers 
are a harder test than the kaiser ma­ 
neuvers, since they start with the 
men not yet conditioned to the hard­ 
ships of strenuous campaigning. 
For the private soldier the sum­ 
mer and autumn 
maneuvers 
mean 
hard work, long marches on bet days, 
the fording of rivers, bridge building, 
and every actual hardship that a real 
campaign can bring except wounds. 
But the private is in some ways to be 
envied, when compared to officers of 
the rank of major and upward. The 
latter, it is true, have no 60-pound 
pack. or rifle to carry, and they are 
on horseback, but an officer gives 
every command with the conscious­ 
ness that sharp-eyed observers are 
watching him and that an error may 
and probably will end his military 
career. 
Every commissioned officer 
under normal conditions eventually 
becomes 
a 
major 
as a matter of 
course; whether he goes higher de­ 
pends upon the yearly maneuvers. 
The officers test begins when the 
brigade divides for maneuvers. 
Each 
major is likely to be entrusted with 
the command of his side for a day, 
and a brigadier-general and a force of 
umpires observe him. 
The division 
maneuvers bring more opportunities 
for the colonels, and the corps ma­ 
neuvers furnish the final test. 
Manifold are the pitfalls awaiting 
the commander of any unit. 
He may 
become excited in the heat of the 
sham battle and fail to keep well be­ 
hind his men, as a commanding offi­ 
cer should do. 
Presently an orderly 
from the general staff observers ap­ 
proaches 
him. 
“Colonel,” 
he 
an­ 
nounces, “you and your orderlies and 
staff 
have 
been killed. 
You will 
please withdraw." 
The commanding officers are held 
strictly to a high degree of perfec­ 
tion. 
Not only are mistakes counted 
against them, but any officer who, 
u rcisy at the close scrutiny to which 
he is subjected, becomes nervous and 
excited, is lost. There is no room for 
the nervous and excitable officer in 
high places in the 
German 
army. 
Errors in the disposition of his forces 
may on occasion be overlooked, but 
the general staff, which represents 
the emperor, demands that men en­ 
trusted with command over others 
shall have no nerves. 
Occasionally the maneuvers cost a 
life or two. 
Colonel Bode, 
for 
in­ 
stance, commander of the Fifty-ninth 
regiment of infantry, dropped dead 
recently during field exercises, and 
from time to time soldiers succumb 
to the severe tests, although, strict 
as is the German army discipline, the 
bodily welfare of the men is most 
carefully looked after. 
The chief mortality attendant upon 
the autumn maneuvers is to commis­ 
sions. 
When all is over, the reports 
of the critics come to the emperor’s 
private military cabinet, 
of 
which 
General Baroh von Lyncker is the 
head. 
The reports are carefully con­ 
sidered, and later a number of unfor­ 
tunates receive a letter 
from 
the 
cabinet in a blue envelope. 
There is 
no need to open it. 
The colonel, for 
instance, knows that the communi­ 
cation inside means that further pro­ 
motion is never to be his.

liquors, but he prefers his native tea 
to grape juice. In his abstemiousness 
he is also like Secretary 
of 
State 
Bryan in the fact that he ioes not 
smoke, believing all 
indulgence 
in 
tobacco bad for his health. 
Count Yamamoto is an early riser. 
At 5 o’clock precisely every morning 
he is seen, in plain Japanese garb, 
taking a walk in the neighborhood of 
his residence in Tokio. 
Upon his re­ 
turn he reads his papers witn extra­ 
ordinary attention, from heavy edi­ 
torials down to minor city events. 
With Countess Yamamoto he has a 
plain breakfast, consisting of milk, 
eggs and rice. 
After breakfast he 
begins to get ready 
for 
his 
day’s 
work. while his wife prepares his tea 
Although an admiral, the premier 
wears a frock coat. 
Punctually at 8 
he leaves his home in an automobile, 
and in fifteen minutes he arrives at 
the cabinet offices, which are inside 
the palace compound. There he grim 
ly goes through piles of state docu­ 
ments until at noon he takes his Eu­ 
ropean 
luncheon, 
which 
invariably 
drives the severity from his counte­ 
nance, and he is then ready for ami­ 
able conferences with his secretaries. 
The premier shuns social engage­ 
ments and late hours. 
At 4 p. rn. he 
leaves his office and goes straight to 
his home. 
After a bath and a stroll 
in his garden, he partakes of a hearty 
Japanese dinner, for he is q. healthy, 
stout old sailor, with a real appetite. 
He w ears a moustache and beard, now 
almost grey, but his most striking 
features are his eyes, bright and pen­ 
etrating. testifying to the power and 
strength within. 
At the same time 
he has a kind heart. 
His domestics 
characterize him as an amiable and 
sympathetic master.

In the course nf a notable speech 
made 
at 
Tokio, 
the 
Hon. 
James 
Bryce, former British ambassador at 
Washington, said he hoped that Ja­ 
pan would retain her own form of civ­ 
ilization and not permit her traditions 
to be swallowed up by the civilization 
of the western world. 
He thought it 
was refreshing to meet a type that 
was just as good as the w'est and not 
at all monotonous. 
An instance that Japan is retain­ 
ing her peculiar form of civilization 
was found at the time of the death 
last month of Prince Arisugawa, a 
member of the imperial family, at 
Maiko, near Kobe, after a lingering 
illness. 
Although 
everybody 
knew 
that the prince was dead, the authori­ 
ties made no official announcement 
and insisted that he should be re­ 
garded as living until the body was 
transferred to Tokio. This took place 
several days after his actual demise. 
When the body arrived at his Tokio 
residence near the American embas­ 
sy, the government 
made 
the 
an­ 
nouncement of his death. 
The reason for all this is found in 
the old tradition and custom that no 
member of the imperial family can 
die outside of the seat of tne impe­ 
rial government, which today Is To­ 
kio. 
It was curious to note in the 
new’s columns of the Japanese news­ 
papers side by side with the report 
of his death and incidents of his ca­ 
reer, paragraphs stating that Prince 
Arisugawa was about to return to the 
capital, as his condition had become 
critical. 
Some Japanese opinion is rtrongly 
opposed to this custom. It was point­ 
ed out that years ago Prince Kitashi- 
rakawa while commanding the Jap­ 
anese army at Formosa, 
afrer 
the 
Sino-Japanese war, died on the battle 
field, being almost the first imperial 
prince to lose his life at the front in 
the cause of his country. 
This event, 
which was an incentive to popular 
loyalty towards the crown, was care­ 
fully concealed 
by 
the 
authorities, 
w’ho announced later that the prince 
had come to Tokio to report to the 
throne about the campaign aud died 
at the capital. 
Newspapers alleged 
that this proceeding only served to 
dim the lustre of the prince’s heroism 
at the front. 
The practice should be 
abolished, they contended, as an ob­ 
noxious old-time custom 
which
